Summary of Telephone Interview of: June 28, 2005 
Interview Summary: 

Examination Supervisor Ramirez called the undersigned on Tuesday, June 28, 
2005 to discuss a course of action to take to ensure that an Office Action 
response for the subject application was properly received and considered by the 
USPTO. 

The undersigned and Examination Supervisor Ramirez first discussed the recent 
course of events for the subject application outlined as A, B and C below. 

A. The undersigned indicated that we had received a call on Friday, June 
24, 2005, from Examiner Jimmy Nguyen who contended that the USPTO 
did not receive a response to an Office Action of November 4, 2004 for the 
subject application. Examiner Nguyen then inquired whether the Applicant 
wished to let the subject application go abandoned. 

B. In response, we told Examiner Nguyen that the Applicant did not want 
to abandon the subject application. Further, we checked our records and 
found that a response to the Office Action was faxed to the USPTO on 
January 27, 2005. An auto-reply facsimile transmission was received from 
the USPTO proving receipt of the facsimile transmission of the response. 

C. Examiner Nguyen then indicated that the Applicant had erroneously 
faxed the response directly to the Examiner rather than using the central 
fax number for the technical art unit for which the subject application was 
assigned. Examiner Nguyen stated that because the response was not 
faxed to the central fax number for the technical art unit in question, the 
response was not properly entered in the USPTO records. 

After a discussion of the above facts, Examination Supervisor Ramirez noted 
that, although the response was incorrectly faxed directly to Examiner Nguyen,

Examiner Nguyen should have told the Applicant to refax the response using the 
central fax number. 

Examination Supervisor Ramirez then stated that he would accept the original 
response as being timely filed if the undersigned sent him the original response 
and proof that the USPTO had received the original response. The undersigned 
faxed these documents to Examination Supervisor Ramirez on June 28, 2005.
